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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  year  1978  witnessed  both  the  start  and  the  completion  of 
projects  beneficial  to  the  Town  of  Greenland. 

The  central  ball  field  is  ready  for  its  first  full  session  of 
athletic  activities  for  the  Town's  younger  citizenry. 

The  basement  of  the  Weeks  Public  Library,  having  received  a 
finish  coat  on  the  walls  and  the  installation  of  a  rug,  is  ready 
for  many  activities  which  will  add  greatly  to  the  educational  and 
social  functions  of  the  Library. 

The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  has 
conceeded  to  the  need  of  two  projects  on  Route  #101.   The  railroad 
crossing  adjacent  to  the  Sylvania  Plant,  which  has  been  tearing  the 
front  suspension  system  from  our  vehicles,  will  within  the  next 
year,  be  completely  replaced  by  a  crossing  constructed  by  modern 
techniques  producing  a  much  smoother  ride.   The  crossing  signal 
lights  are  to  be  reset  further  from  the  travel  way  providing  more 
space  for  the  fuel  carrying  trucks  and  busses  which  must  stop 
prior  to  crossing  the  tracks.   Also,  during  1978  the  State  Highway 
Department  has  accomplished  the  preliminary  work  for  the  recon- 
struction of  the  intersection  of  Route  #101  and  Route  #151.   During 
the  coming  construction  season,  this  intersection  will  be  widened, 
channelized  and  receive  control  by  traffic  lights. 

We  are  saddened  that  our  town  has  reached  the  point  of  requiring 
a  traffic  light,  however  the  voltmie  of  traffic  accidents  and  personal 
injury  experienced  at  this  intersection  has  proven  the  need. 

The  fire  truck  ordered  directly  after  its  purchase  was  approved 
at  last  year's  Town  Meeting,  has  encountered  several  delays  in 
delivery.   Due  to  a  strike  at  the  pump  manufacturing  plant  and  other 
component  holdups,  the  actual  assembly  of  the  unit  began  in  February. 
Hopefully  we  will  receive  the  trxick  in  the  month  of  March.   On  the 
brighter  side,  anticipating  the  delivery  of  the  fire  truck  in 
early  December,  the  bond  for  its  payment  was  negotiated  in  November. 
The  money  market  appeared  favorable  at  that  time  with  the  interest 
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being  5.357o.   The  borrowed  money  was  immediately  invested  in 
certificates   f  deposit  awaiting  the  fire  truck's  arrival.   The 
Town  is  netting  a  profit  of  $24.06  per  day  until  the  truck  is 
delivered. 

A  progress  report  regarding  the  refuse  to  energy  plant  to  be 
constructed  by  the  Lampry  Regional  Solid  Waste  Coop. ,  of  which 
Greenland  is  a  member  town,  is  to  be  fovtnd  elsewhere  in  this  booklet. 
At  the  upcoming  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  must  decide  on  the  method 
of  handling  our  solid  waste  prior  to  its  incineration  at  the  heat 
recovery  plant  in  Durham.   Several  alternatives  have  been  investi- 
gated and  will  be  explained  in  depth  prior  to  voting  on  the  issue. 

During  the  past  fifteen  yeats,  many  study  committees,  both 
voliintary  and  professional,  have  brought  forth  several  proposals 
regarding  the  requirement  for  space  to  properly  conduct  the 
business  of  the  Town.   One  of  the  Warrant  Articles  to  be  discussed 
at  the  1979  Town  Meeting  is  for  the  construction  of  a  building 
capable  of  handling  the  needs  of  the  Town  for  a  period  of  at  least 
twenty  years.   The  design  of  the  proposed  structure  is  based  on  a 
combination  of  the  past  studies  coupled  with  input  from  individuals 
representing  the  various  town  departments  involved.   We  sincerely 
urge  that  all  voters  come  to  Town  Meeting  and  take  part  in  this 
issue  which  we  feel  is  extremely  important  to  the  future  of  the 
Town. 

You  will  observe  in  the  Warrant,  issues  dealing  with  proposed 
changes  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  and  building  regulations . 
Anyone  wishing  further  explanation  of  any  of  the  proposed  changes 
should  contact  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board.   A  list  of  the  Board 
members  appears  near  the  beginning  of  this  booklet. 

All  owners  of  property  within  the  Town  will  shortly  receive 
Inventory  forms.   Be  certain  to  fill  out  the  forms  and  retiirn  them 
prior  to  April  15th.   The  State  of  New  Hampshire  1977  Legislation 
imposes  a  mandatory  penalty  for  anyone  who  does  not  submit  an 
Inventory  form  by  the  15th  of  April. 

We  look  forward  to  seeing  you  Tuesday,  March  13,  between  the 
hours  of  10  A.M.  and  6  P.M.  when  the  polls  will  be  open  for  Town  and 
School  balloting,  and  on  Saturday,  March  17  at  8  P.M.  when  the 
remaining  Wiarrant  Articles  will  be  presented  for  your  decisions  .

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


For  more  than  80  years ,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized 
as  superior  throughout  the  United  States . 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the 
state  and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent 
and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens 
are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with 
the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.   State 
funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression 
costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates 
established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.   State  funds  matched  by 
local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires, 
to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is 
permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden.   Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one 
is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or 
a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

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GREENLAND  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
REPORT  FOR  1978 

Probably  the  question  which  has  been  asked  most,  over  the 
past  few  months  is,  "Where  is  the  new  fire  truck?"  As  was  pointea 
out  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting,  one  of  the  reasons  we  were  able 
to  secure  such  a  good  price  on  the  vehicle,  was  the  manufacturer's 
intent  to  use  it  as  a  show  truck  at  the  New  England  Fire  Chiefs ' 
onvention  last  summer. 

Well,  due  to  problems  within  the  industry,  there  were  serious 
delays  in  ordering  and  receiving  component  parts.   This  however, 
has  not  altered  the  price  of  the  vehicle  and  it  is  currently  under 
construction  with  delivery  expected  in  March.   The  Town  is,  in 
fact,  receiving  a  "79"  vehicle  at  the  "78"  price. 

Again,  thousands  of  hours  of  VOLUNTEER  labor  have  been  put  into 
answering  emergency  calls,  training,  maintenance  and  weekend 
coverage.   To  those  residents,  who  may  be  new  in  the  community 
and  not  aware  of  how  the  Department  operates,  we  are  a  completely 
VOLUNTEER  Fire  Dept. ,  with  all  tax  dollars  received,  going  towards 
equipment  and  the  operation  of  the  Department.   No  member  receives 
any  compensation  for  their  time.   Our  goal  is  to  provide  the 
community  with  the  best  fire  protection  possible.   To  do  so,  we 
must  have  people  willing  to  give  the  time  necessary  to  train  and 
become  proficient  at  the  skills  of  firef ighting.   We  especially 
need  people  for  daytime  coverage.   If  we  cannot  maintain  an 
adequate  volunteer  force  during  the  daytime,  then  the  day  will 
come  when  we  will  be  forced  to  hire  personnel  to  provide  this 
coverage.   We  hope  to  be  able  to  avoid  doing  this  for  as  long  as 
possible. 

During  1978,  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  56  emergency 
calls.

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REPORT  OF  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

The  1977  larvae  breeding  site  survey  revealed  that  the 
majority  of  the  mosquito  breeding  occurs  on  the  salt  marsh. 
Therefore,  most  of  the  applications  of  larvicide  were  concentrated 
in  that  area.   Abate  4E  was  the  principle  larvicide  used.   Granules 
were  applied  on  areas  with  thick  vegetative  cover. 

The  Rockingham  County  Mosquito  Control  program,  again, 
supplemented  our  efforts  with  light  traps.   They  were  placed  in 
three  positions  in  Greenland  for  identification  purposes. 

In  1979,  we  plan  to  cooperate  with  the  Rockingham  County 
Mosquito  Project  for  the  most  effective  program.   The  chemical 
aspect  of  the  program  will  be  limited  to  larviciding.   Larviciding 
will  begin  in  early  April  and  continue  until  September. 

We  have  contributed  funds  to  the  Seacoast  Experimental  Program 
and  will  be  investigating  permanent  mosquito  control  methods.

No  one  wants  to  spend  their 
hard  earned  money  on  something  like  this  any  sooner  than  they  absolutely 
have  to.   However,  anyone  who  has  had  the  opportunity,  and  I'm  sure 
most  everyone  has,  to  visit  the  present  facility  to  conduct  either 
town  or  police  business,  is  more  than  aware  of  what  we  have  to  work 
with  in  the  area  of  space  and  privacy. 

In  early  1976,  Congress  passed  Public  Law  93-83  providing  for  a 
security  and  privacy  plan  for  criminal  history  information.   The 
Department  of  Justice  established  that  each  state  implement  such  a 
plan  that  will  affect  EVERY  Police  Chief,  law  enforcement  agency  and 
community  in  New  Hampshire. 

July  15th,  1976  our  Governor  enacted  Executive  Order  No.  76-12 
which  set  into  motion  New  Hampshire's  Privacy  and  Security  Plan. 

Section  402:2  of  this  law  states  that:   All  state,  local  and 
county  law  enforcement  agencies  shall  submit  fingerprint  cards  to  the 
State  Police  for  each  individual  arrested  by  their  respective  depart- 
ments for  any  felony  or  misdemeanor  other  than  motor  vehicle  offences. 

It  is  not  so  much  that  we  don't  have  the  finger-printing 
equipment  for  the  compliance  of  this  law  (the  1979  budget  allows  for 
this)  but,  we  don't  have  the  necessary  room  for  processing  finger- 
prints . 

Section  403:10  of  this  law  requires  the  State  Police,  as  well 
as  any  agency  (local  police)  who  receives  Criminal  History  Record 
Information,  SHALL  protect  this  information  from  unauthorized  access, 
theft,  sabotage,  fire,  flood  and  other  natural  or  man-made  disasters 
in  a  resonable  manner.

subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.   To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 

ensuing  and  to  cast  your  ballot  on  the  following  questions: 

A.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  petition  of  voters  of 
this  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

"To  amend  the  Greenland  Zoning  Ordinance  by  changing  from 
a  commercial  zone  to  a  residential  zone  the  area  westerly 
along  the  northerly  side  of  Route  101  to  its  intersection 
with  Tide  Mill  Road,  and  accordingly,  to  amend  the  Appendix 
to  the  Greenland  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  likewise  amend  the 
Greenland  Zoning  Map  by  amending  such  A-pendix  and  such 
Zoning  Map  by  deleting  the  following  provisions  thereto: 

'Zone  Two' 

'Commercial  District' 
'All  land  on  the  northerly  side  of  Route  101  to  a 
depth  of  500  feet  between  Tide  Mill  Road  and  the  existing 
commercial  zone  on  the  northerly  side  of  Portsmouth  Avenue 
at  its  intersection  of  Route  151  on  the  east  be  deleted 
from  the  commercial  district  and  zoned  residential.'" 

Not  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 

B.  Are  you  in  favor  of  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  proposed  by  petition  of  voters  of  this  town 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

To  amend  the  Greenland  Zoning  Ordinance  by  changing  the 
commercial  zone  along  State  Route  101  at  its  intersection 
with  Tide  Mill  Road  and  its  intersection  with  State  Route 
151  and  accordingly,  to  amend  the  Appendix  to  the  Greenland

Map  by  amending  such  Appendix  and  such  Zoning  Map  as  follows 

1.   That  paragraph  2  of  Zone  Two  Commercial  District

Railroad  Crossing"  be  deleted  in  its  entirety. 

2,   That  the  following  paragraph  be  substituted  therefor: 
"It  shall  include  all  lands  within  500  feet  of  Portsmouth 
Avenue  beginning  at  a  point  500  feet  west  of  the  intersection 
of  Winnicut  Road,  Bayside  Road  and  Portsmouth  Avenue  easterly 
and  northeasterly  along  Portsmouth  Avenue  to  the  Railroad 
Crossing  except  that  portion  of  Portsmouth  Avenue  beginning 
at  the  property  line  between  the  property  of  Kenneth  R. 
Peschel  and  Ruth  Brackett  on  the  west  and  ending  at  the 
property  line  between  the  property  of  Ruth  Barnes  and 
Stanley  Thompson  on  the  east  which  shall  be  a  residential 
district  which  falls  within  500  feet  of  Route  101  at  its 
intersection  with  Tide  Mill  Road  and  its  intersection  with 
Route  151  which  shall  be  a  residential  district." 

Not  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No .  3  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance 
as  follows : 

To  amend  Article  VII,  Section  5,  Mobile  Homes,  by 
making  the  following  additions  and  deletions : 

(1)  after  the  word  "installed"  add  the  words:  ."placed 
or  stored" 

(2)  after  the  words  "occupancy  of  others",  add,  the 
words  " ,  nor  for  any  other  use  including  storage  in,  or 
of,  such  unit  on  any  such  lot," 

(3)  strike  the  words  "the  same",  and  substitute  therefor 
the  words :   "temporary  occupancy  by  the  owner" 

(4)  strike  the  word  "domicile"  from  the  end  of  the 
Section  and  substitute  therefor  the  word  "house. " 

(5)  add  a  new  sentence  to  read:   "The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  prohibit  the  storage  of  not  more 
than  one  recreational  camper  vehicle  or  camper  trailer,  as 
distinguished  from  house  trailers  and  mobile  homes  designed 
or  adaptable  for  year  round  occupancy,  on  any  such  lot." 

Explanatory  note : 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has 
recently  ruled  that  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  regulating 
mobile  homes  does  not  prohibit  the  indiscriminate  placement 
of  unoccupied  mobile  homes  in  the  town  as  the  ordinance  was 
written.   The  above  proposed  changes  to  Article  VII,  Section 
5  should  resolve  this  situation  and  properly  protect  the 
town.

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No .  4  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  town  zoning  as 
follows : 

To  amend  the  Greenland  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  a 
new  section  to  Article  XXII  entitled  Licensing  Septic  Tank/ 
Absorption  Field  Installers  and  Regulating  Installations. 

"Article  XXII,  Section  D" 

"Licensing  Septic  Tank/ Absorption  Field 
Installers  and  Regulating  Installations" 

1 .  Licenses 

A.  After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  no 
person,  partnership,  corporation,  or  other  entity 

shall  install  or  repair  a  septic  tank  or  absorption 
field  without  the  person  in  charge  of  such  installa- 
tion being  licensed  for  the  same,  by  the  Town  of 
Greenland,  and  the  installation  conforming  to  the 
following  requirements . 

B.  A  license  shall  be  issued  upon  payment  of  $1.00 
and  a  demonstration  to  the  Selectmen  or  their 
agent,  hereinafter  known  as  the  "Inspector",  that 
the  applicant  has  a  thorough  understanding  of  proper 
septic  tank/ absorption  field  installation  procedures, 

C.  A  license  may  be  withdrawn,  when  on  complaint  of 
the  Inspector,  the  Selectmen  find  that  the  license 
holder  either  does  not  understand  proper  septic/ 
tank  absorption  field  installation  procedures  or 
has  demonstrated  unwillingness  or  inability  to 
follow  such  procedures .   In  order  that  a  license 
be  withdrawn,  a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  which  the  licensee  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  present  with  counsel  and  present 
a  defense . 

C.   A  license  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

2.  Installation  Standards 

The  septic  tank /absorption  field  construction  standards 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution 
Control  Commission  shall  be  used  as  a  minimum.   In 
addition,  and  more  particularly: 

A)   The  design  of  the  system  shall  be  discussed 
with  the  Inspector  prior  to  its  submission  to 
the  State. 


B)  If  total  wastewater  flow  is  less  than  or  equal 
to  500  gallons ,  one  test  pit  is  required  at  a 
representative  point  within  the  proposed  absorption 
field.   An  additional  test  pit  is  required  for 
each  additional  500  gallons  of  wastewater  flow. 

The  Inspector  must  be  present  to  witness  such 
tests. 

C)  The  following  vertical  distances  are  required 
from  the  bottom  of  the  absorption  field  to: 

Vertical  Distance 

Seasonal  High  Water  Table  4  feet 

Hard  Pan  Layer  4  feet 

Bedrock  8  feet 

(6  feet  with  community 

or  municipal  water 

supply) 

D)  In  the  event  a  pump  is  used  in  the  system: 

1.  The  sump  shall  be  at  least  as  large  as  a 
four  foot  tile, 

2.  The  pipe  from  sump  to  the  distribution 
box  shall  not  exceed  1%"  diameter; 

3.  There  shall  be  no  foot  valve  and  the  pump 
shall  be  set  so  that  the  sump  can  accommodate 
the  entire  backflow  from  the  pipe  to  the 
sifflip  without  starting  the  pump,  or,  in  the 
alternative,  if  the  run  is  lengthy  and  a  foot 
valve  used,  a  relief  hold  or  a  diameter  of 
approximately  %"  shall  be  placed  in  such  a 
position  that  it  will  drain  that  portion  of 
the  pipe  above  the  frost  line; 

E)  Mulch  hay  at  3  bales  per  100  square  feet  shall  be 
used  over  the  stone  bed  rather  than  paper  or 
other  materials; 

F)  Backfilling  shall  be  done  in  such  a  fashion  that 
heavy  wheeled  equipment  is  not  driven  over  the 
tile  field; 

G)  Final  slopes  on  the  sides  of  raised  beds  shall 
be  3:1  or  less  steep. 


Inspections 


The  Inspector  shall  at  all  times  have  legal  access 
to  the  site  when  work  is  in  preparation  and  progress 

The  Inspector  shall  inspect  each  lot  and  the  work 
at  the  following  times : 


a.  at  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  pit  tests 
are  made; 

b.  prior  to  placing  any  construction  materials  on 
the  absorption  field  soil  surface,  or  prior  to 
placing  any  construction  materials  on  fill  that 
is  used  for  a  raised  subsurface  wastewater 
absorption  system; 

c.  after  the  pipe  and  stone  are  installed; 

d.  after  the  mulch  hay  is  installed; 

e.  after  the  entire  subsurface  wastewater  absorption 
system  has  been  backfilled  and  graded. 

3.  The  Inspector  shall  be  informed  by  the  developer 
or  contractor  when  construction  work  on  the  sub- 
surface wastewater  absorption  system  is  to  commence. 

4.  All  of  the  above  shall  be  noted  by  the  Inspector 
on  a  form  provided  for  that  purpose. 

4.  Fees 

A  fee  of  $25.00  shall  be  charged  per  system,  $20.00  of 
which  shall  be  retained  by  the  Inspector  for  his  services, 
the  remainder  of  the  fee  collected  shall  be  paid  by  him 
to  the  Town  each  month . 

5.  This  amendment  becomes  effective  upon  its  date  of  passage, 
March  13,  1979. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adoption  No.  5  as  proposed  by  the  Planning

To  amend  Article  IV,  Section  3  by  making  the  following 
additions :   after  the  words  "30  feet"  add  the  words :  "as 
measured  from  the  property  line, "  so  that  Article  IV, 
Section  3  shall  read  as  follows : 

There  shall  be  between  the  nearest  side  of  any  highway 
and  the  extreme  front  or  side  of  any  building  a  yard  having 
a  minimum  depth  of  30  feet  as  measured  from  the  property 
line,  or  at  such  a  distance  as  shall  conform  with  the  existing 
building  line  of  dwellings  within  500  feet  on  either  side, 
and  all  dwellings  shall  be  set  back  at  least  20  feet  from  the 
side  and  rear  lot  lines .

This  proposed  amendment  was  proposed  and  presented  at 
two  public  hearings  by  the  Planning  Board.

On  Thursday,  February  22nd,  a  firm  proposal  was  placed 
before  the  Planning  Board.

(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Selectmen  would  be  authorized  to  accept 
and  disburse  up  to  $10,000  on  behalf  of  the  Weeks  Public  Li- 
brary from  the  Estate  of  Arthur  Peterson. 

(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $42,000.00  for  a  solid  waste  transfer  station.

against  said  appropriations  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
State  Equalization  Fund  together  with  other  income,  the  School  Board  to  certify 
to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.   Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Herbert  Wilson  spoke  in  recognition  of  the  work  done  by  Mrs,  Muriel  Hayden 
during  her  term  as  School  Board  member  and  the  appreciation  felt  for  her  work  as 
she  retires  from  the  School  Board.

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REPORT  OF  GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR 


As  the  new  Counselor  at  Greenland  Central  School,  I  have  been  very  busy 
this  fall.   Idealistically ,  I  set  goals  and  worked  out  group  activities 
for  each  grade.   When  the  first  flurry  of  activity  settled,  I  found  that 
there  were  many  other  important  things  that,  though  tedious,  had  to  be 
done  and  my  best  made  plans  were  put  aside. 

Crisis  intervention  has  always  taken  precedence  in  my  office.   When  a 
student,  teacher,  or  parent  has  a  pressing  need,  all  other  things  can 
wait.   Often  this  comes  in  direct  relation  to  a  family  problem  and  re- 
quires further  conferences  with  parent,  physician,  or  some  other  agency. 

Regular  weekly  therapy  has  been  offered  to  those  students  who  need  it. 
Several  students  have  been  seen  regularly  as  a  part  of  their  individual 
educational  plan.   Many  others  are  seen  on  a  self-referral  basis. 

Much  of  my  time  has  been  spent  reading,  interpreting  and  implementing 
Public  Law  94-142  which  deals  with  the  handicapped  student.   I  have  made 
an  effort  to  find  pre-school  students  who  are  physically  or  educationally 
handicapped.   The  pupil  placement  team  has  reviewed  the  student  population 
and  we  have  recorded  approximately  30  students  who  need  individual  pro- 
gramming. Working  with  parents,  teachers,  and  related  specialists,  plans 
for  these  students  have  been  written  and  are  in  progress. 

Working  in  close  cooperation  with  Dot  Shattuck,  the  school  nurse,  has 
been  a  helpful  experience  as  we  try  to  view  the  whole  child.   We  have 
worked  together  on  several  chronic  cases.   She  also  helped  me  set  up  a 
Girls  Diet  Group. 

Seacoast  Counseling  Service  has  worked  closely  with  me  during  the  fall  to 
set  up  groups  in  Grades  1,  5,  and  Junior  High.   I  hope  that  more  such 
groups  can  be  started  in  the  spring. 

During  November  and  December,  I  have  tried  to  prepare  myself  to  take 
over  as  Project  Manager  for  Title  I.   During  this  spring  we  will  evaluate 
and  reqrite  the  project  in  order  to  continue  the  fine  work  of  our  project 
tutors  as  they  work  individually  and  in  small  groups  to  help  our  students 
read  up  to  their  potential.   I  will  need  the  help  of  interested  parents 
as  I  begin  this  new  venture. 

It  has  been  a  great  experience  for  me  to  be  a  part  of  the  team  at  Green- 
land Central  School.   Students  and  staff  alike  have  responded  well  to 
suggestions  and  together  much  has  been  accomplished.   The  educational 
process  here  is  healthy,  and  I'm  glad  to  have  been  a  part  of  it.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


1978-79  has  been  a  busy  productive  year.   On  September  19  and  22, 
with  the  help  of  the  Greenland  Juniors,  a  helth  screening  of  every 
child  at  Greenland  Central  School  was  held.   In  two  days  a  height, 
weight,  vision,  blood  pressure,  and  dental  check  was  recorded  on 
each  child's  health  record. 

All  health  records  have  been  brought  forward  to  current  status  on 
each  child.   Immunizations  have  been  updated  with  much  help  from 
the  parents,  and  a  report  of  same  was  sent  to  Concord  at  their 
request.   Tine  tests  were  given  to  all  the  staff  and  the  results 
were  100%  negative. 

On  November  27,  28  and  29,  Mrs.  Doris  Body  and  Miss  Nancy  Davis  of 
the  Board  of  Dental  Health  in  Concord,  came  to  the  school.   Grades 
1  through  6  were  instructed  in  proper  brushing  and  in  the  use  of  the 
flouride  swish.   The  swish  was  carried  out  in  the  classroom  by  the 
teachers  once  a  week  thereafter.   Over  120  children  took  part  in 
the  program. 

Physicals  for  sports  were  given  on  October  4,  1978.   Next  year  we 
will  try  to  have  the  physicals  immediately  after  school  opens. 
Parents  who  do  not  wish  the  physical  for  their  child  to  be  done 
at  school  are  requested  to  have  their  child  examined  by  their  own 
physician  in  August  before  school  opens. 

The  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  testing  for  all  children  ages  4 
through  6  will  be  held  on  March  30,  1979,  at  the  Central  School. 
The  Greenland  Juniors  once  again  will  conduct  this  testing.   Again, 
I  appreciate  their  assistance. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  everyone  for  their  help  in  making  this  a  happy, 
healthy  year  for  everyone  at  Greenland  Central  School.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


Greenland  School  opened  its  doors  on  September  6th  for  the  1978-79  school 
year  with  310  students,  down  three  over  1977-78.   There  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  students  from  age  1  to  age  5,  as  shown  by  the  October  1978 
census.   This  reverses  the  trend  of  last  year.   The  long  range  outlook  for 
both  the  elementary  and  high  school  shows  a  slight  increase  each  year. 

During  the  summer  there  were  several  maintenance  projects  completed.   The 
gym  windows  were  replaced  with  blocks  and  the  remaining  windows  were  re- 
placed with  steel  frames  and  plexiglas.   A  fan  was  added  for  ventilation. 
The  original  building  had  a  facelift  on  all  trim  and  windows.   Both  the 
1957  and  1965  addition  windows  were  reputtied  and  painted.   New  basketball 
backboards  were  installed  at  the  rear  of  the  building. 

Greenland  School  had  several  new  personnel  at  the  start  of  the  year.   Jan 
Routley,  former  Title  I  Educational  Assistant,  replaced  Evelyn  Arey.   Mark 
Blythe  took  over  the  grade  7-8  science  position  from  Norman  Breault  who 
resigned.   Winston  Gouzoules  is  filling  in  for  Nancy  Fortier  in  grade  7-8 
social  studies  while  she  is  on  maternity  leave  this  year.  Mary  Anne 
MacKenzie  took  over  the  duties  of  Counselor  from  Virginia  Holder,  and 
Dorothy  Shattuck  joined  the  staff  as  our  full-time  nurse.   Bonnie  Van  Wert 
joins  Roselee  Stocker  in  the  Library,  replacing  Barbara  Parker.  Nancy 
Emerson  joined  the  Title  I  staff  as  Sharon  Marchi  has  left  the  area. 

Last  June  we  had  three  retirements  from  Greenland  School,  Virginia  Holder, 
Barbara  Parker,  and  Evelyn  Arey.   They  will  all  be  greatly  missed.   Their 
dedication  to  education  could  never  be  questioned.   It  is  hoped  they  will 
enjoy  their  earned  retirement. 

Since  last  July  1,  Greenland,  New  Castle,  Newington,  and  Rye  have  operated 
a  Union  #50.   A  union-wide  Staff  Development  Plan  has  been  developed  and 
sent  to  the  State  for  approval.   A  union-wide  committee  is  presently  meet- 
ing to  work  on  the  State  Accountability  Plan.   With  cooperation  among  all 
towns,  the  new  Union  has  the  potential  to  effectively  improve  the  education 
of  all  the  districts'  students. 

This  fall  Greenland's  grades  6-8  participated  in  the  Seacoast  League  in 
Soccer  and  Field  Hockey  for  the  first  time.   The  girls  tied  for  the  league 
championship  with  an  8-1-1  record.   The  boys  played  well,  but  succeeded  in 
only  tying  one  game  and  losing  ten.   The  experience  was  beneficial  and  many 
students  participated  in  sports  for  the  first  time. 

The  entire  staff  is  involved  in  curriculum  study  in  all  areas.   The  study 
began  last  year  and  should  be  completed  at  the  end  of  next  year.   The 
curriculum  study  is  working  right  in  the  State  mandated  program  of  Account- 
ability. 

The  Greenland  PTA,  under  the  leadership  of  Jackie  Dame,  President,  has  pur- 
chased two  spotlights  and  extension  cords  for  the  stage.   These  lights  were 
used  at  our  Christmas  Concert  and  really  lighted  up  all  areas  of  the  stage 
better  than  ever  before.   A  Christmas  Santa's  Workshop  was  very  successful. 
A  Bruins  hockey  game  has  been  scheduled  again  this  year.   Our  thanks  to 
Mrs.  Dame,  parents  and  officers:  Sandy  Pace,  Vice-President,  Judy  Freddette, 
Secretary,  and  Jan  Pingel,  Treasurer. 
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The  Greenland  student  Association  has  sponsored  a  school  dance,  sold  school 
bags,  and  sponsored  two  successful  family  roller  skating  nights  at  Happy 
Wheels.   The  money  raised  helped  purchase  outside  basketball  equipment  and 
spring  baseball  and  softball  equipment.   The  Association  is  planning  a  trip 
to  the  Red  Sox  game  and  a  flea  market  in  April. 

The  custodial  staff,  under  the  supervision  of  Roland  Watson,  continues  to 
do  an  excellent  job  maintaining  the  building.  Mr.  Watson  has  excellent  sup- 
port from  Ralph  LaRose  and  Andrew  Taylor. 

The  cafeteria  continues  to  serve  excellent  meals  while  keeping  the  price 
low.   This  is  due  to  Edith  Telles,  Manager,  Arlene  Katsonos,  Paula  Sargent, 
and  Ruth  Carder.   These  people  maintain  the  program  inexpensively  because 
each  handles  several  jobs  that  elsewhere  additional  personnel  are  hired. 
A  well-done  to  them  all. 

The  staff  at  Greenland  School  wishes  to  thank  the  PTA,  Greenland  Juniors, 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  School  Board,  volunteers, 
and  parents  for  their  continued  support  of  all  programs  at  the  School.   We 
are  supported  by  each  of  the  above  in  our  quest  to  provide  the  best  educa- 
tion for  each  student  at  Greenland  Central  School.

It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that 
the  Greenland  Central  School  is  offering  a  sound  educational  program 
and  that  the  students  in  attendance  at  your  school  are  receiving  the 
basic  knowledge  necessary  for  the  continuance  of  their  education.   You 
are  well  aware  that  not  all  those  in  attendance  can  be  classified  as 
"A"  students  but  you  can  also  be  assured  that  each  one  is  given  the 
opportunity  to  learn  to  the  fullest  extent  possible.   The  educational 
program  is  geared  to  take  into  consideration  all  levels  of  ability  and 
to  provide  for  each  a  meaningful  learning  experience  based  on  his 
capabilities. 

The  students  going  from  Greenland  to  Portsmouth  High  School  are  able 
to  successfully  compete  academically  with  similar  students  from  the 
city  and  the  surrounding  towns.   It  is  also  good  to  report  that  the 
students  from  Greenland,  more  than  any  other  district  within  the 
Supervisory  Union,  take  advantage  of  regional  vocational  high  schools. 
More  and  more  we  hear  of  the  need  for  technicians  rather  than  for 
those  with  a  general  education.   I  would  predict  that  vocational 
education  will  become  a  greater  force  In  the  secondary  education  of 
your  children  in  the  near  future  than  it  has  in  the  past. 

Over  the  past  six  years  the  programs,  both  academic  and  extracurricula, 
have  expanded  and  more  offerings  given.   It  is  the  type  of  educational 
program  that  is  of  direct  benefit  to  the  student.   To  provide  the  ex- 
panded program  is  a  reflection  of  the  interest  and  cooperation  which 
has  been  shown  by  the  faculty  and  administration.   It  is  their  concern 
for  each  student  and  the  willingness  to  help  that  make  your  school  a 
good  place  in  which  to  learn. 

The  reports  from  the  High  School  indicate  that  the  Greenland  students 
are  doing  well  in  their  classwork.  Many  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
extensive  extracurricula  programs  offered  at  the  School.   The  Central 
School's  expanded  program  in  athletics  has  been  directly  responsible 
for  helping  many  to  be  able  to  compete  in  those  programs.   For  many 
years  this  was  not  true  and  many  students  from  your  community  were 
denied  participation  because  of  the  lack  of  background  fundamentals 
which  were  needed  but  not  given  at  the  elementary  school  level.   Every- 
one is  in  competition  with  others  during  their  lifetime.   It  is  good 
that  you  are  offering  the  chance  to  become  competitive. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  as  your  Superintendent.   It  has  been 
enjoyable  to  work  with  the  staff  of  the  School,  your  Principal,  and  the 
School  Board,  trying  to  constantly  improve  the  education  of  the  students 
of  Greenland.

Gentlemen: 

I  have  examined  the  financial  statements  for  the  Town  of  Greenland,  New 
Hampshire,  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1977  and  have  Issued  my  report 
thereon  dated  November  8,  1978.   As  part  of  my  examination,  I  made  a  study  and 
evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  I 
considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.   Under  these  standards,  the  purposes  of  such  evaluation  are 
to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control 
in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of  other  auditing  procedures  that 
are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  oti  the  financial  statements  and  to  assist 
the  auditor  in  planning  and  performing  his  examination  of  the  financial  statements. 

My  examination  of  the  financial  statements  was  made  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  the  paragraph  above  and  accordingly  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
weaknesses  in  the  system  because  it  was  based  on  selective  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  related  data.   As  a  result  of  this  limited  review,  I  have  certain 
recommendations  which  are  included  herein  for  your  consideration.   I  wish  to 
emphasize  that  these  recomnendatlons  resulted  from  a  limited  review  of  your  con- 
trols and  procedures  and  thus  a  isore  detailed  study  may  be  warranted.

General  Ledger 


At  present  the  town  does  not  maintain  a  general  ledger,  but  only  the 
books  of  original  entry.   I  would  recommend  that  the  town  consider  the  use  of 
a  general  ledger. 

In  governmental  accounting  a  prime  area  of  concern  Is  In  the  budgetary 
process,  and  in  insuring  that  expenditures  and  encumbrances  get  charged  to  the 
budget  of  the  proper  period.   This  process  is  made  clearer  if  there  exists  one 
place  where  the  summary  of  all  activity  is  posted,  instead  of  going  to  several 
different  books  which  may  only  show  one  type  of  activity. 

The  use  of  a  general  ledger  serves  this  purpose.  A  general  ledger 
is  a  book  which  shows  the  financial  position  of  the  entire  entity  because 
regularly  (i.e.  monthly)  the  books  of  original  entry  are  summarized  and  posted 
to  the  general  ledger. 

Another  benefit  of  the  use  of  a  general  ledger  is  that  it  allows  for 
more  information  to  be  included  than  if  just  the  books  of  original  entries  are 
maintained.   As  events  occur  that  effect  prior  entries,  these  prior  entries  can 
be  adjusted  so  as  to  show  the  proper  entry;  taxes  receivable  can  be  set  up  when 
the  tax  warrant  comes  out;  a  control  of  cash  and  cash  items  is  set  up  since  cash 
per  book  can  be  reconciled  to  cash  in  the  bank.   These  are  just  a  few  of  the 
benefits  of  a  general  ledger. 

Payroll  Reporting 

It  would  appear  that  the  town  is  in  violation  of  federal  reporting 
requirements.   While  it  is  recognized  that  fees  paid  to  elected  officials  are  not 
subject  to  social  security  and  unemployment  taxes,  all  such  fees  in  excess  of 
$600  should  be  reported  on  Treasury  Department  (IRS)  Form  1099  -  Miscellaneous. 

Tax  Warrants 

Detailed  records  should  be  kept  reconciling  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be 
raised  as  authorized  by  the  state  to  the  amount  of  such  taxes  included  in  the 
selectmen's  warrant  to  the  tax  collector.   These  records  should  Include  the  tax- 
payer's name  and  reason  for  any  changes  thereon. 

Trust  Funds 

Records  have  not  been  maintained  by  the  town  for  each  perpetual  care 
fund  individually,  but  rather  in  the  aggregate.  Pursuant  to  RSA  31:21  the  town 
is  required  to  keep  records  of  each  perpetual  care  fund  Individually,  not  only 
as  to  the  amount  of  principal  In  each  fund  (which  Is  also  available  in  town 
records)  but  also,  as  to  the  accumulated  amount  of  revenues  earned  and  expenses 
paid  by  each  fund.

It  would  appear  that  the  solution  to  this  problem  would  entail  going 
back  to  1909,  when  the  first  perpetual  care  fund  was  given,  and  reconstructing 
the  activity.   This  process  would  be  quite  expensive  and  cannot  be  guaranteed 
to  give  a  satisfactory  solution  because  of  the  availability  of  records  for 
preceding  years. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  that  a  mee.ting  be  held  between  the  parties 
involved;  namely,  town  officials  and  trustees,  town  council,  the  State  Municipal 
Division,  and  this  office,  to  discuss  what  possible  alternatives  the  town  has  to 
arrive  at  a  solution  to  the  problem. 

School  District  Advances 

At  present  the  town  has  advanced  $30,317  to  the  school  district  over 
a  period  of  3  years.  This  arises  when  the  town  pays  over  to  the  school  district 
an  amount  in  excess  of  the  state-set  district  assessment. 

It  would  appear  that  the  town  has  two  possible  alternatives  to  collect 
this  money.  The  first  is  to  have  the  school  district  pay  back  the  advances.  The 
second  is  for  the  town  to  get  permission  from  the  state  to  underpay  the  district 
assessment. 

The  comments  contained  herein  are  intended  to  give  you  an  overview  of 
my  observations  as  to  areas  that  need  improvement.   I  would  be  pleased  to  discuss 
these  comments  with  you  or  to  perform  a  more  detailed  systems  review.   Should 
you  have  any  questions,  please  do  not  hesitate  to  call. 

At  this  point,  I  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials,  especially  Mrs. 
Shirley  Hoonhout,  Mrs.  Edna  Weeks,  and  Mr.  Duncan  Brackett,  for  their  assis- 
tance, cooperation,  and  courtesies  in  the  course  of  my  audit  work.

I  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fund, 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  and  Trust  Funds  of  the  Town  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire, 
listed  in  tlie  foregoing  table  of  contents,  as  of  December  31,  1977  and  for  the 
year  then  ended.   My  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  I  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets, 
and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  the  financial  report. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  records  of  revenues  and  expenditures  of 
each  individual  perpetual  care  fund,  but  rather  on  all  perpetual  care  funds 
collectively  as  explained  in  Note  D  in  the  Notes  to  the  Financial  Statements 
of  the  Trust  Funds. 

In  my  opinion,  subject  to  the  effects,  if  any,  on  the  financial 
statements  of  the  Cemetary  Trust  Funds  due  to  the  above  limitation,  the 
financial  statements  of  the  General  Fund,  Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  and  Trust 
Funds  of  the  Town  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire,  referred  to  in  the  first 
paragraph  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  those  funds  at  December  31, 
1977  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  which,  except  for  changes  described  in  Note  3 
of  the  General  Fund  to  which  I  concur,  have  been  applied  on  a  basis  consistent 
with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

SUlfllARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the 
necessity  of  determining  compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires 
modification  of  accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial 
enterprises.   Rather  than  establishing  a  single  unified  set  of 
accounts  to  record  and  summarize  all  financial  transactions,  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds,  each  of 
which  is  considered  a  separate  entity  with  self-balancing  accounts 
that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  balance,  revenues  and 
expenditures,  including  obligations  and  transfers. 

All  funds  Included  in  the  financial  statements  are  reported 
on  the  modified  accrual  basis.   Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of 
accounting,  revenues  are  recorded  when  received  in  cash  except  in 
cases  where  they  are  both  measurable  and  available  and  therefore  are 
resources  which  may  be  appropriated.   Expenditures  are  recorded  when 
certain  goods  or  services  are  received  and  actual  liabilities  are 
incurred. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general  fixed 
assets  and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required 
by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  the 
financial  report.   Expenditures  for  capital  assets  are  charged  off 
in  the  year  acquired. 


SCHOOL  DISTRICT  TAXES 

The  school  district  maintains  its  books  on  a  fiscal  basis 
with  a  year  ending  on  June  30.   At  June  30,  1977  the  Town  had  overpaid 
its  1976  District  Assessment  as  determined  by  the  State  by  $20,317. 
In  reviewing  the  State  set  District  Assessment  and  the  amounts  the  Town 
turned  over  to  the  school  district,  it  was  discovered  that  the  Town  had 
also  overpaid  its  1975  District  Assessment  by  $10,000,  bringing  the 
total  advance  to  the  school  district  to  $30,317. 

On  the  current  year's  assessment  of  $549,786  the  Town  had 
remitted  $97,500,  bringing  the  current  year's  assessment  payable  Co 
$452,286.

Appropriated  fund  balance  for  December  31,  1976,  was  re- 
stated by  reducing  it  by  $395,634.   This  was  done  to  encumber  the 
school  district  tax  payable  at  that  time.   In  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of 
accounting,  expenses  are  recorded  when  the  actual  liability  is  incurred.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1978 


A  fiscally  independent  department  of  the  Town  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire, 
the  Greenland  School  District  is  an  autonomous  entity  with  separate  account- 
ability and  reporting  for  funds  received  and  disbursed. 

As  of  June  30,  1978  the  Greenland  School  District  was  one  of  five  constituent 

members  of  Supervisory  Union  #52,  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire.  As  of  July  1,  1978 

the  Greenland  School  District  became  one  of  four  constituent  members  of  Supervisory 
Union  #50. 

SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies  employed  in  the 
preparation  of  these  financial  statements. 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the  necessity  of  deter- 
mining compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires  modification  of  accounting 
systems  commonly  used  by  commercial  enterprises.   Rather  than  establishing 
a  single  unified  set  of  accounts  to  record  and  summarize  all  financial 
transactions,  the  accounts  of  the  School  District  are  organized  on  the 
basis  of  funds  and  account  groups,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate 
entity  with  self -balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities, 
reserves,  fund  balance,  revenues  and  expenditures. 

Budgetary  Accounting  and  Appropriations 

General  governmental  revenues  and  expenditures  accounted  for  in  the 
General  Fund  are  controlled  by  a  budgetary  accounting  system  in  accordance 
with  various  legal  requirements  which  govern  the  School  District's  opera- 
tions. 

Appropriations  in  the  general  fund  are  recorded  when  a  liability  has  been 
incurred  for  goods  and  services  received.   Commitments  for  goods  and  services 
to  be  received  are  recognized  as  segregated  reserves  of  budgetary  appropria- 
tions and  accordingly  are  carried  forward  until  expended. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  special  revenue  fund  are  maintained  and  reported 
on  a  cash  basis.   The  accounts  of  the  general  fund  and  the  long-term 
debt  account  group  are  maintained  and  reported  on  the  modified  accrual 
basis. 

Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recorded 
when  received  in  cash  except  in  cases  where  they  are  both  measurable  and 
available  and  therefore  are  resources  which  may  be  appropriated. 
Expenditures,  except  for  interest  on  general  long-term  debt  which  is 
recorded  when  it  becomes  due,  are  recorded  when  certain  goods  or  services 
are  received  and  actual  liabilities  are  incurred.

Gentlemen: 

I  have  completed  my  examination  of  the  financial  statements  of  the 
Greenland  School  District  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1978.  My  examination 
was  conducted  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and 
procedures,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records 
as  I  considered  necessary. 

The  only  area  which  warranted  any  attention  was  in  the  cash  management  area. 
During  the  year,  an  average  monthly  balance  of  $26,000  was  maintained  in  a 
non- interest  bearing  checking  account.  It  is  my  understanding  that  this 
situation  has  been  corrected  by  the  substitution  of  a  "NOW"  checking  account 
which  bears  interest  at  the  same  rate  as  a  regular  savings  account. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  John  Ball,  Mrs.  Leona  Turgeon,  and 
the  other  employees  at  the  Supervisory  Union  No.  50  office,  and  to  Mrs.  Frances 
Tliompson,  District  Treasurer,  for  the  cooperation  and  courtesies  extended  to 
me  during  the  course  of  my  audit  work.
